kistan Policy Viewed

The Common Market, Nuclear Arms, Israel, India, and Kashmir all came under the 
scrutiny of His Excellency S. M. Khan, Pakistan's High Commissioner to Canada, as he explained 
his country's foreign policy in an address to McGill students yesterday.

If Britain joined the Common 
Market, he began, "to start with, 
our interests would suffer." How- 
ever, he said "we cannot obstruct 
Britain's entry. If It brines' Europe 
together (politically) It does a 
lot of good." 

He stated that the Common- 
wealth, has been assured that its 
interests will not suffer and that 
Pakistan believes this: With regard 
to obtaining an associate member- 
ship, he said that the EC. M is not 
fully developed yet and such a 
membership is of little value right 
now. 

NUCLEAR ARMS 

Pakistan does not yet have nu- 
clear arms, but has accepted con- 
ventional weapons from Western 
nations. If offered them by the 
West, he said, Pakistan would ex- 
ercise great care in making a de- 
cision, but since the offer is only 
hypothetical now, an answer can- 
not immediately be made. 

Pakistan does not recognize the 
state of Israel. Questioned on this 
problem, Khan replied that this 
was a matter of practical poli- 
tics and principles. 

He pointed out that there was

no enmity towards Jews as a 
people, for there, are Jews in Pa- 
kistan, but that the country was 
opposed to the creation of a Jew- 
ish state in the Middle East, which 
under the existing circumstances, 
was wrong. 

Since it disagrees with the man- 
ner in which Israel was brought 
into being, Pakistan does not ex- 
tend diplomatic recognition to the 
State. 

INDIA AND KASHMIR 
Pakistan's problems with India 
were summed up in this under- 
statement : "Our relations with In- 
dia arc not what they ought to be. 
There is suspicion and fear on 
both sides." 

Of the many problems which 
resulted after separation, Kashmir 
heads the list, he said. The others, 
including division of financial as- 
sets, water of the Indus River, and 
the placement of refugees are sub- 
ordinate to ■ that of border deci- 
sions. 

When the division was made, 
Kashmir, a rich agricultural area, 
acceded to India which claims 
this to have been fully legal. Pa- 
kistan claims otherwise. 

The matter has been brought up 
for study by the United Nations 
which advocated that a "free and 
impartial plebescitc be held. Khan 
said that Pakistan was still wait- 
ing for its implementation; mean-

The Russian Ambassador to 
Canada, His Excellency Amas- 
sasp A. Aroutunian, will speak 
at the McGill Conference on 
World Affairs, on November 22. 
He will address a plenary ses- 
sion of the Conference on the 
topic "Peaceful Co-existence 
Among States". 

This topic is in keeping with the 
general theme of this year's con- 
ference — "Russia and the West: 
Challenge and Response". 

Dr. Aroutunian, who holds a doc- 
torate in Economics and Political 
Economy, is one of the Soviet 
Union's foremost educators.

The invitation to Dr. Aroutu- 
nian was extended, said MCWA 
Co-Chairmen Irwin Cotlcr-and Dav- 
id Goldenblatt, in order to give the 
delegates the opportunity to hear 
the opinion of a representative of 
Soviet Communism, in addition to 
those of the three keynote speak- 
ers who will reprcstnt the Western 
point of view. 

The three keynote speakers are: 
Dr. Alfred G. Meyer, Professor of 
Political Science at Michigan State 
University; Dr. William Y. Elliott, 
Professor of History and Govern- 
ment at Harvard University; and 
Mr. Harry Schwartz, specialist on 
Soviet Affairs and member of the 
Editorial Board of the New York

The Democratic Inch 

There is a certain adage in the English language 
which is slowly becoming an anachronism on this 
campus. That is the expression, "Give a person an 
inch and he will take a mile." The past week has prov- 
ed that this saying should be revised to read, Try 
to give someone an inch and he will refuse to take 
anything at all". The point in question is the appalling 
response to the call for nominations of representatives 
to the Students' Executive Council. 

As the situation now stands, the Students' Socie- 
ty of this University possesses the right to a singu- 
larly autonomous and powerful set-up for student 
government. In calling for SEC nominations, the stud- 
ents of every faculty on this campus were individually 
being offered the chance to take part in the gov- 
ernment of the McGill student body. The rights, and 
the challenge, were Only accepted by ten students. 
Two seats in Engineering, Architecture, Commerce, 
Law, Graduate Studies and Research were all acclaim- 
ed. Waiving the implications of disinterest and ir- 
responsibility inherent in any acclamation, we find 
that there is no candidate whatsoever to be found 
in the faculty of Medicine. 

As we stated before, establish student rights 
to autonomous government, try to give the student 
body the chance to participate in this governing power 
and they will refuse "to take anything at all". 

During the past few weeks McGill students have 
been giving active support to their leaders in demands 
for action and policy on a New Union. At a Students' 
Society open meeting the Ballroom was packed with 
interested students' aware of the present situation 
and its future possibilities. In front of the Old Union 
this past Saturday/ post game activities included an 
unofficial sit-down strike during which a huge crowd 
vigorously chanted its demands for a New Union. 

At the present time this student body is not 
only concerned with the construction of a lonç/-sought 
Union, but also with the problem of student manage- 
ment of the as-yet theoretical building. During the re- 
cent open meeting, a petition was presented and 
accepted by the Students' Society requesting the 
Board of Governors to reconsider that clause in their - 
report which would detract from the autonomy of stud- 
ent government through the withdrawal of student 
control over the Union. Before we can protest this 
possible threat to the autonomous state of student 
government, however, we must have a government 
on whose behalf we can petition. 

We can only surmise from the recent electoral 
demonstration that McGillians are solely concerned 
with the fight for constitutional control, but decline 
to accept the responsibility involved in the day-to-day 
business of Council once their paper rights have been 
established. 

Post Factum 

We were pleasantly surprised during the past 
week-end' with the apparent conclusion on the part 
of football fans that sufficient enjoyment could be 
found in game activities proper, without the added 
attraction of public disturbances. Although we were 
somewhat apprehensive about the possibilities pre- 
sented by a post-game Tea Dance, we must compli- 
ment the Union'managemeht, the Key and the Mont- 
real police on a program well planned and executed. 

We hope that this precedent-setting trend will 
be continued during the coming championship week- 
end.

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Powers Of Hypnotism 
Discussed By ËCersItcera

Moyse Hall became the site of hypnotic speculation yesterday as Maurice Kershaw 
discussed the power of suggestion. 



His talk, one of the first In the 
ASUS lecture series, opened with a 
brief discussion upon the history 
behind the art of hypnotism. 

He then discussed many of the 
uses of hypnotism and mentioned 
its benefits with regard to cases 
of shell-shock, battle fatigue, and 
orientation for dental work and 
plastic surgery. 

He observed how age regression, 
when the subject is taken back 
to his childhood and remembers 
details of that time, would help 
in forming an accurate case his- 
tory. 



"How many diagnpses arc based 
on the case history?", he asked. 

There are many problems in- 
volved in the use of hypnotism, 
he observed. One of them is the 
case in which one can learn to 
hypnotise, another is the danger 
of removing symptoms.

Kershaw illustrated these two 
problems by recounting an inci- 
dent that had happened after 
one of his lectures.

The only 
possible criticism lies with a discernible slackening in the latter 
part of the game and even this stems form a plausible excuse, namely 
the hard knock sustained by Tom Skypcck earlier in the contest. 
DEFENCE SOLID 

In the first half, the Redmen had it all over the Gaels with 
the latter looking more like the eye of the hurricane, rather than 
the storm itself. However, the poor showing of Queen's can be 
attributed for the most part to the "rock 'em, sock 'em" brand of 
play exhibited by McGill's alert defence unit. 

A good team makes its own breaks and on Saturday the Redmen 
were a good team. The Kingston contingent fumbled not only because 
of buttcrfingers but mainly because of the fierce tackling of a 
determined group of footballers. 

OFFENCE IMPROVES 

The offence came through with its share loo in the first half, 
and Skypeck passing better than he has all season and the receivers 
were holding on to the ball. Willie Lambert's return to form had 
a lot to do with the victory, while Ian Montcith came up with one 
of his best efforts this year. 

The big Red team had us a little worried at times during the 
second half as it appeared that the inconsistency which has plagued 
them throughout the season, had returned to haunt them. 

However, if the offensive lapse can be attributed to Skypeck's 
injury, then the overall picture is bright indeed. Although the defence 
slackened momentarily and the Gaels drew closer; the defensive unit 
had few shortcomings. 

REPEAT PERFORMANCE? 

The big question is "Can the Redmen do it again this Saturday ?" 
and we think they can. The Gaels are a powerful team and it would 
be a grave error to sell them short Overconfidence on the part of 
Queen's probably was a factor in the last game and they are going 
to be tougher the next time. In addition, Queen's has the advantage 
of a home field, but, like last year, this can be partially dispelled 
by a strong contingent of Redmen rooters. 

The Redmen have shown that they can beat the Gaels, and we 
feel that they can turn the trick again. As an added incentive, the 
Redmen will be the first McGill team to capture the Yates Trophy 
two years in a row, if they win on Saturday.
